Sea Company, and of John Aiſlabie, E/q; and likews/e of 
James Craggs, ſenior, E/q; deceaſed, towards making good the 
great Loſs and Damage ſuſtain d by the ſaid Company; and 
for diſabling ſuch of the ſaid Perſons as are living, to hold 
any Office or Place of Truſt under the Crown, or to Sit or 
Vote in Parliament for the future; and for other Purpoſes in 
the ſaid Act expreſſed.

The before- mentioned Truſtees crave Leave humbly to re- 
preſent, That (ſince the laſt Report they laid before this Ho- 
nourable Houſe of the Effects of their Doings and Procee- 
dings in the Execution of the Truſts in them repoſed) the 
Values of the ReſpeRive Eſtates of John Aiſlabie, Eſq; and 
of the late James Craggs, ſenior, Eſq; which were then un- 
ſettled and lay depending before the Juſtices of his Majeſty's 
Courts of King's-Bench and Common-Pleas, and the Barons 
of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer, for their final Determi- 
nation, have been adjuſted by them; That the Summ of forty 
five thouſand one hundred and twenty fix Pounds, five 
Shillings, and ſeven Pence, was by the ſaid Juſtices and Ba- 
rons decreed to be paid, and accordingly hath been paid, by 
Mr. Aiſlabie, to the Caſhire of the South Sea Company, as the 
clear Value of the Eſtates, 12 8 Perſonal, which belong'd 
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to wins, or any in Truſt for him, after a Deduction made 
thereout of the Value of the Eſtates he had on the firſt Day 
of October One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Eighteen. 


That the Sum of ſixty eight thouſand nine hundred and 
twenty Pounds, fourteen Shillings, and four Pence halfpenny, 
was by the faid Juſtices and Barons decreed to be paid, and 

accordingly hath been paid, by the Adininiſtratrixes of the 
ſaid Mr. G Eſtate, to the Cathire of the South Sea 
Company, as the clear Value of the Eſtates, Real and Perſonal, 
which belong'd to the ſaid Mr. Craggs, or any in Truſt for 
him, at the Time of his Death, after a Deduction made there- 
t of the Value of the Eſlates he had on the firſt Day of 
Akne; One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Nineteen. 


The ſaid Truſtees crave leave to take Notice, That they 
having, in Purſuance of the Directions of this Honourable 
Houſe, mentioned in their laſt Report, cauſed Interrogato- 
ries to be exhibited before the Barons of his Majeſty's Court 
of Exc hequer; for the Examination of Millian Tillard, 
Artbar Ingram, Milliam Morley, Samut Read, Richard 
Her, Stephen.

The ſaid Truſtees do further moſt humbly repreſent to 
this Honourable Houſe, That the Time for entring Claims 
on the Eſtates veſted in them, having, ſince their makin 
their laſt Report to this Honourable Houſe, been prolonged, 
there have been entred before them Forty four new Claims; 
and that the Amount of the Sums thereby claimed, is about 
Twenty thouſand Pounds. 


They were in Hopes, That the Times allowed by the laſt 
Act of Parliament, made for the hearing and determining 
Claims on the Eſtates of the late Directors and others, 
would have proved ſufficient for going through that Work; 
but they are now apprehenſive, that notwithſtanding their 
conſtant Application, they fhall not be able to do it within 
the Term preſcribed by that Act. 


They beg Leave to acquaint this Honourable Houſe, That 
they have inquired into upwards of Six hundred Claims; on 
all which, they have made their Reports from time to time 
to the Court of Directors of the South Sea Company, except 
ſome few, which either through the great Importance or 
Intricacy thereof, or their depending on long Accounts, and 
other Matters, lying on the Claimants to make out, remain 
yet unreparted. | |
